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Farm Relief Major Topic, 
U.F.A. Caucus 


Edmonton, Nov. 6.—After three 
days of deliberations, United Farmers 
of Alberta members of the legislature 
adjourned on Saturday evening, - not 
to meet again’ probably until the leg- 
islature convenes toward the end of 
January or early in February. t 
. Throughout the three days, the ma- 
jor portion of the discussion revolved 
’ around ‘the welfare of the farm relief. 

It was learned fairly definitely that 
the tentative time for the next pro- 
vincial general election would be a- 
bout June 15 or between June 15 and 
20th. 

It was also learned on good author- 
ity that the government is seriously 
considering passing up the by-election 
to fill the legislative seat left vacant 
by the death of C, L. Gibbs, Labor, 
Edmonton. 

' The feeling of all parties is that a 
by-election at this time will serve no 
good purpose.- All are demanding a 
general election and-in view of its 
imminence it is believed they will 
raise no strenuous objections to pass- 
ing up-.the by-election, provided the 
government soon makes it known in 
a general way, the approximate gen- 
eral election date, which will be about 
the middle of June. 

Debt adjustment, farm relief, prob- 
ing of gas prices and many other top- 
ics were discussed, some of which may 
lead to minor amendments of some 
acts at: the next session.

It is not a pleasant 
thing to recall.”—Canadian Legion- 
ary.
